tional spirit. 

THE NEW CHANCELLOR. 

Gen. Von Caprivi, Commander of the Tenth 
Army Corps, has been appointed Chancellor 
ofthe Empire to succeed Prince Bismarck. 
The Boerse is weak to-day in consequence 
of Prince Bismarck’s resignation. Prussian 
consols have deciined %& pereent. Other 
Prussian securities are depressed. 

AN ENGLISH TRIBUTE. 

LONDON, March 19.—The resignation of 
Bismarck from the Chancellorship of the 
Empire of Germany has caused a suprisingly 
popular display of regret at his withdrawol, 
and veneration forthe man whichis partica- 
lariy unexpected in view ofthe many evi- 
dences'of dislike which the majority of the 
lower classes have evinced toward him during 
the last ten years of hie autocratic career. 
Indeed, it has been difficult dur- 
ing the past few years to find 
1 German in the lower walks 
of life who believed in Bisinarck except as one 
ofthe chief elemente of Germany’s power. 
All admitted bis greatness and applauded his 
puceess, for it meent the aggrandizement 
of the Fatnerland; but few admired the man 
and still fewer approved the methods he em- 

loyed to achieved bis purposes. Now that it 
inf become certain that he is no longer the 
directing force of Germany's cdestinies; that 
the Empire must rely upon some untried man 
to keep it intact and retain its prestige; thata 
Stranuer atthe heim must hold to the course 
which the great Chancellor marked, for to 
swerve from it would result in disaster and 
that hie name will no longer add convincing 
weight to Germany's recommendations, #uxg- 
gestions and demands, the full Import of his 
retirement is realized and the inestimable 
value of his counsei and services is made 
Plain. The com mon expressivns of 
dislike and distrust are heard 
no more. These have given 
away to expressions of regretand words of 
laudation. In the popular mind the ex- 
Chancellor is a greater man than was the 
Chancelior. The feeling of perfect national 
security which his direction of affairs gave to 
every German is fast growing intoa feeling of 
uneertainty. Austrians feur a rupture of 
the triple alliance and the Normens fear, they 
know not what, butthe old feeling of confi- 
dence has been shaken.

TWENTY-FIVE YOUNG LADIES TAKE THE 
VELL AT ST. JOSEPH’S ACADEMY, 


And Nineteen More Pronounce Their First 
Vows—Impressive Services in Which Nine 
Priests Participatea—The Largest Relig- 
ious Reception Which Has Ever Taken 
Place at the Academy—Names by Which 
the New Sisters Will Be Known. 


Tenty-five young ladies received the habit 
and nineteen made their first annual vows at 
St. Joseph's Convent on Kansas street and 
Pennsylvania avenue, Carondelet, this morn- 
ing. it wae the largest reception into a reil- 
gious order which has ever taken place in 
St. Louls, The ceremony, which is a 
very beantiful and impressive one, occurred 
in the chapel of the convent in the presence 
of the sisters of the order, a number of the 
scholars of the convent who are boarders 
there and afew relatives and friends of the 
young ladies who were renouncing the world. 
All the scholars wore white veils, and the 
choir which furnished the music fur the occa- 
sion was composed of Sisters of the order. 
Nine priests participated in the services. 
They were Vicar General Brady, Father Ber- 
nardinc, Guardian ‘of the Franciscan 
Fathers; Father Francis, a Francis- 
can; Father Tallon of the Holy 
Name Chureh, Father Flannigan of the Holy 
Name Church, Father McLaughlin of Hanni- 
bal, Father Mebonald of St. Patrick’s, Father 
McElrane, 8. J., and Father Byrne from Naz- 
areth, the county Louse of the Sisters. The 
last-named is the oldest priest in the diocese, 

Under the rulesof the order of the Sisters 
of St. Joseph young ladies are kept in the 
convent for a few months before they are per- 
mitted to take the habit. Then they 
are required to serve two years as 


novitiates before they can take their first au- 
nual vow, and they must take five anhual 
vows before they receive their final and per- 
petual vows. It at any time before they take 
their frst annual vows they desire to icave 
the order they are permitted todoso. After 
that they oan leave without disgrace atthe 
end of any year should they wish to until 
they receive their final or perpetual vows, 
which weds them to the order for life. They 
thus have 
OVER SEVEN YEARS , 

in which totry tbe life before adopting it 
permanently. Thisis done to avoid any pos- 
sibility of having any ene become dissatisfied 
with tne life after she bas taken her final 
vows. -To-day is what is known as St. Jo- 
seph’s Day, and itis also the fifty-fourth an- 
niversary of the establishment of the order of 
the Sisters of St. Joseph at St. Louis. 

The ceremonies commenced at the convent 
this morning at 8 o’elock, and it was almost 
noon before they were concluded. At the 
former hour the twenty-five young ladies who 
were to receive the habit entcred the chapel 
attired in white dresses with trains and 
wearing white vells. It was a regulation 
bridal costume they wore,indicating that they 
were about to become the brides of their 
church. Rev. Father McElrane addressed 
them from the altar. He alluded to 
the vows they were taking and the sacri- 
fices they were making. They were 
taking the sacred heart of our divine Lord to 
be their guardian, and their vows were to be 
placed therein, and if they faithfully ac- 
quitted themselves they would be admitted to 
follow the Lamb wherever he gocth. Vicar- 
General Brady then interrogated them, 
asking if they were Willing to re- 
nounce the world, their parents, friends 
and all the world holds dear to them in order 
to enter upon the life which they were about 
to adopt. They ali replied in the affirmative 
andthen filed out of the chapel to clothe 
themselves in the holy habit of black. They 
presented a beautiful sight, clad all in white, 
as they moved out of the chapel. 

After they had left the nineteen young ladies 
who were to be professed approached the 
altar and pronounced their 


FIRST ANNUaL VOWS. 


Then they retired to their seats and the 
young ladies who were to receive the 
habit again filed into the chapel. 
They had discarded their bridal 
robes of white for the somber holy habit of 
the sisterhood, and with heads bowed and 
hands placed together as if in prayer they 
slowly and solemniy approached the altar. 
They again kneeled at the rail, and there were 
s0 many of them that some had to 
take up their position back of the others. 
Again they received thé congratulations of 
Father Brady, the Vicar-General. He told 
them of the privileges they would have 
which others would not enjoy. They 
were making great sacrifices, but were re- 
celving greater returns. It was bard to give 
up foreyer one’s parents, relatives and 
friends, but in return they would havethe 
Blessed Virgin fora mother, St. Joseph for 
their fatuer and Our Lord Jesus Christ for 
their spouse. 

The remarks of Father Brady were brief but 
very forcible and beautiful. When he had 
concluded his congratulations he read out to 
them the names by which they would be 
know in the sisterhood. 

Solemn high mass followed the _ recep- 
tion services proper,and then there was bene- 
diction, and the services closed with the Te 
Deum. All those who received the holy 
habit and professed their first 
annual vows received holy communbion. 
When the first annual vows were taken by the 
nineteen youn ladies who had served their 
two years’ novitiate, they were each given a 
cross by Vicar-General Brady. They still 
have to take four more annual 
vows before they can receive the perpetual 
vows. The twenty-five young ladies who took 
the habit and the nineteen who took their first 
vows all made a retreat of ten days before the 
services of to-day. The young ladies do 
not all belong in the city, but come 
from different sections of the country and the 
parents and relatives of a comparative few 
were all that were present to witness the step 
taken by them this morning. 

A poem addressea‘‘To Our Lady of the 
Annunecilation,’’ in honor of the taking of the 
habit of twenty-five young ladies, and another 
entitled The Triple Plight,’’ referring to the 
three vows taken by the nineteen young ladies 
who pronounced their first annual vows, were 
written bya member of the Sisters of St.

The probabilities now are thatthe Alber 
case will be carried to the Supreme Court.

“nICK” NORTON SEEKING IMPORTANT 
INFORMATION FROM MR. WANAMAKER. 


Post-office Inspecters Detailed to Work on 
Postmastership Conteste—The Depart- 
ment Explains—Report of the World’s 
Fair Comm|ittee—Secretary Tracey Safe— 
The Montana fenatorial Muddle. 


By Telegraph to tht Posr-Disraron. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., Maron 19.—The latest 
move of particular interest to Missourians is 
that made by Representative ‘‘Dick’’ Norton 
of that State. Mr. Norton alleges, upon re- 
ports made to bim, that the Post-office au- 
thorities have been employing Special Agents 
and Inspectors of that department 
in investigating the various claims of 
Republican candidates for Postmasterships 
in violation of the law, with the inspectors 
and agente being paid for from the public 
funds for another character of work. His in- 
quiry, being in the form of a resolu- 
tion, will bring before Congress the 
names of all persone employed, and 
when and where they were employed. At 
the Post-office Department the officials state 
that the Missouri appointments have given 
them more trouble and annoyance than those 
from all the other States put together, begin- 
ning with St. Louis and following with Kansas 
ny, St. Joseph and all the smaller 
cities and towns in the State, with 
but a half-dozen exceptions there have been 
charges and counter-charges made before the 
Post-office Department by the Republican 
candidates for postmasterships and others; 
all kinds of trickery and fraud have been 
resorted to. In many instances false allega- 
tions have been made in other cases 
to effect Democratic removals. Oppos- 
ing candidates have had names forged 
to petitions and paid for names and infiu- 
ences, The defeated candidate for Congress 
in the Moberly District is said to have signed 
for two or three of the contestants. 

The defeated candidate for Congress in the 
Sedalia District was charged with being in 


the brokerage business, Another one would 
lend his name to any man who would pay for 
it. Im the case of the Stanberry office the 
successful applicant was charged with taking 
signatures obtained from another, clipping 
them off and attacning them to hisown pe- 
tition. Down in Farmer!“ Wade’s district 
one of his appointees was charged with sell- 
ing whiekey and distribating mail at the same 
place. At Hannibal the Democratic post 
master, itis alleged, was dividing one of his 
subordinates’ salary with an incompetert rela- 
tive. Tnese are but some of the things that 
have been going on, as presented in various 
ways to the assistant and Postmaster-General. 

Broken down politicians from Missouri 
found the Capito! a pleasant field in whieh to 
transact official brokerage business until they 
wore got onto. Leaders in Congress soon 
learned of interferences and slowly 
the schemers were folled. In the 
cases where corruption was alleged agents 
and inspectors were sent out to arrive at the 
truth, as both sides in a contest had pushers, 
and between the two there was no other way 
to reach the facts. This is what will be 

learned by Congressman Norton. 


The World's Fair Committee Report. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 19.—Mr. Cand- 
ler of Massachusetts, presented in the House 
to-day the report of the Special Commit- 
tee on the World’s Fair, setting forth the 


action ofthe committee on the bill after the 
selection of Chicago. The bill stipulated that 
commissioners to be appointed from each 
State and iJerritory and the District of Co- 
lumbia,together withthe eight coinmissioners 
to be appointed at large, which the 
Government appropriates for its own com- 
mission, acting independently of the corpo- 
ration and without vover to incur any obli- 
gation, is instructed, by this act, to 
accept the buildings only when they 
shall be deemed by sald Commission to 
be adequate to the purpose far which 
they are intended in the original bill which 
was submitted to the House. The eleventh 
section stated that not less than the sum of 
five million dollars should be subscribed 
and pledged and not less than ten per centum 
theeeor should be actually paid in cash before 
the comutission should do any corporate act 
ee than those necessary to its organiza- 
on. 

The bill as now reported is still more con- 
servative than when originatly introduced, 
protecting the Government’s interests so 
tar as its connection with it is 
concerned and insuring the financial 
success of the fair beyond a reasonable con- 
tingency, by providing that the Commission 
shall not only be satisiied that the actual bona 
fide subscription to the capital stock of 
at least $5,000,000 has been made, of 
which not less than $500,000 has been paid in, 
but also deciares that the further sum ot 
$5,000,000, making $10,000,000 in all, shall be 
provided by the corporation in ample time or 
as needed for the successful prosecution of 
the work.

Browning, until he shall attainthe age of 21 
8 and on my said son attaining the age of 

1 years, I direct my trusteesto stand pos- 
sessed of all my said Italian and English 
stocks and property, and all my personal 88 
tate whatsoever and wheresover, in trast for 
my said son, Robert Wiedemann Barrett 
Browning, absolutely subject, nevertheless 
to the payment of the said yoarly sum of £ 
to my said sister during her life, as aforesaid. 

And further, in case my said son, Robert 
Wiedemann Barrett Browulng, shall die under 
the age of 21 years without leaving lawful is- 
sue, and leaving my said sister, Sarianna 
Browning, him surviving, then I direct my 
trustees to stand possessed of all my Italian 
and English stock, property and. personal es- 
tate forthe sole and absolute benefitof my 
sister, Sarianna Browning, in the hope and 
confidence that she will by der last 
will or otherwise give s0 much 
thereof and in such share as she 
in ber discretion shall think fit unto the chil- 
dren of my uncle Reuben Browning, and of my 
cousins James, John and George Silverthorne, 
and I hereby declare my wish and desire to be 
that my trustees shall not sell or convert into 
other stock or securities my said stock in the 
Italian debt during the lifetime of my sister or 
during the minority of my son. 

„In witness whereof I have hereunder and 
also to a U set my hand this 
12th of February, 1864.—Robert Browning, 
the younger. Signed and delivered by the 
testator, Robert Browning the younger, 
as and for his last will and  testa- 
ment, im the presence of us present at 
the same time, who, at his request, in his 
presence, and in the presence of each other, 
have subscribed our namesas witnesees there- 
to—A. Tennyson, Freshwater, Isle of Wight;

Letters of administra- 
tion, with the will annexed, have, therefore, 
been granted to Robert Wiedemann Barrett 
Browning of 29 De Vere Gardens, Kensington, 
the testator’s son, by whom the gross value 
of the personal estate and effects in the United 
Kingdom has been sworn at £16,774 198 4d.

The Murder Mania in California. 


From the San Francisco Argonaut. 
Wulle in 1880 the number of homicides in the 
Kastern States did not exceed an annual aver- 


ge ot one to 150,000 of their popylation, in 

alifornia there was one homicideto every 
8,377 0f the population. During the same 
year there was in San Francisco alone, one 
homicide to every 6,881 of the population. 
Taking the New England States alone, in- 
cluding cities, manufacturing centers, foreign 
population, and all, we find that their annual 
average of homicides is one to every 80,000 of 
population. Inthe Western States the an- 
nual average is about one to every 10,000 pop 
ulation. The following table will exhibit the 
contrast as among a few States:

In Pennsyivania.....1 homicide to every 15,281 
In Connecticut 1 homicids to every 15,587 
In New Hampsbire ..1 homicide to every 20.411

In Lilinols. 1 homicide to every 11,747 
In Colorado ......-.-.-l homicide to every 4,463

Thus we find that California, as among these 
various States representing the Eastern, 
Northern, Western and Southern sections of 
our country, has much the largest percentage 
of homicides according to the population. In- 
deed, California possesses, unfortunately, 
the highest aperage of homicides of all the 
States inthe Union, with the single excep- 
tion of Texas, where, in 1878, there were more 
homicides thanin the ten States of Maine, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island Connecticut New York, 
Pennsylvania, Michigan and Minnesota, with 
an aggregate population of about 17,000,000.

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DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


A STRANGE SUIT TO BECOVER $2,000 PAID 
A FRIEND. 


J. F. Brockman the Builder, Transfers His 
Property to Escape Bankruptcy and Has 
to Pay a Large Amount to a Country- 
man for the Privilege—Judge Withrow’s 
Rulings—Divorce Petitions—Legal News 
and Notes. 


John F. Brockman, a German contractor 
and builder, by Peabody & Bentley, his attor- 
neys, filed a very unusual sult this morning 
against Herman H. Stockhoff of 2024 
Rutger street to recover $2,000. 4 
fow months ago a laborer who 
had been injured when working for Mr. 
Brockman entered suit for damages. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Brockman’s story Stockhoff 
approached him after the suit was filed and 
told him that if he transferred his property to 
him—Stockhoffi—the employe who was suing 
could not recover on his judgment as 
be would then have nothing to attach if he 
secured a judgment. The employe had a 
good case, it was said, and Mr. Brockman 
fearing he would become bankrupt, as he 
claims Mr. Stockhoff said he would, trans- 
ferred his real estate in fee simple to 
Stockhoff. The damage suit was tried and the 
employe secured a small judgment which Mr. 
Brockman easily paid. He called on Mr. 
Stockhoff he claims, to return the real estate 
to him but it is said Mr. Stockhoff refused to 
reconvey until Mr. Brockman paid$2,000 for It. 
After much haggling Mr. Brock - 
man finally paid $2,000 to eet his 
property back. He told the story to 


his attorney Wm. Peabody and this suit to re- 
eover $2,000 is the immediate result. Mr. 
Brockman is an honest, unsophisticated Ger- 
man but has been taughta lesson which will 
open his eyes. 


A Question ef Possession in Law. 


Judge Withrow explained a point in com- 
mon law this morning in his decision, which 
frequently arises in business transactions. It 
was in the case of Charles Kreichelt against 
J. H. Vogler on the motion for anew trial. The 
Judge says: 

‘‘Plaintif? alleges that he purchased 
certain trade fixtures from the 
defendant. That afterwards, having become 
satisfied that defendant did not own them at 
the time of tne alleged sale, he instituted this 
suit to recover their value. The evidence at 
the trial tended to show that the property did 
not belong to defendant at the time men- 
tioned, buf that the real owner had never as- 
serted bis title by suitor attempted to take 
possession thereof. Ordinarily the pur 
chaser of personal property under such 
circumstances need not walt until dispos- 
sessed, but may surrender the property vol- 
untarily; but if he does so he must be able to 
show conolusively that he surrendered it to 
the real owner. [Newmark on Sales, sec. 
329 and note 6.] As plaintiff inthis case had 
the undisturbed possession and useof the 
fixtures in question from the day of the sale 
to the institution of this sult he cannot re- 
cover. [Morrison vs. Edgar and Matheny vs. 
Mason.] The motion to set aside the non- 
suitand grant a new trial will, therefore, be 
over - ruled.

When a boy he learned to break 
colts and plant trees aad hold the plow 
in Western New York. He went to China to

usurped the ground for ages. When] saw him 
picking fruit from trees and vines which he 
had imported and planted with bis own hands 
in his garden, and when I rode with him 
through the streets of Chefuon a wheelbar- 
row of his own making, I thought hima 
good fllustration of the typical 
American who lives in all climates, 
masters all trades and gives an inspiration of 
hope to all people. The Japanese jinrikisha, 
which runs in every city and country road of 
Japan, is the invention ofan American mis- 
sionary whose salary failed him in time of 
war and who was obliged toturn his hand to 
mechanical work fora while forthe means of 
living. The Japanese persimmon, which 
grows in great abundance and makes deli- 
cious fruit in California, was introduced 
by an American missionary who was 
out of health, and who wentto California to 
recover. He made $13,000 out of persimmon 
planting, and then, having recovered his 
health, he went back to his chosen work in 
Japan. The art of decorating pottery and 
painting screens and working wonderfully in 
ivory has been in China for 2,000 years. 
And the people still lived in mud houses, 
children went naked, and thelr parents wor- 
Shiped the spirits of the alrand the dragons 
of the deep; women dug up the field for 
planting instead of turning the soil with the 
plow; men pulled grainup bythe roots in- 
stead of reaping it with sickles or mowing it 
with scythes; children learned the ways of 
their fathers, and plodded on in the journey 
of life under the same weary load of igno- 
rance and superstition from generation to 
generation. Christianity comes bringing first 
the Kingdom of heaven, and, as fast as that 
is received, all useful and practical arts and 
occupations follow inits train. Homes are 
brightened and beautified, minds are enlight- 
ened, hearts are cheered, and the people look 
up as if they say the day ofredemption from 
the bondage of ages drawing nigh. 


SNAKE EGG MINES. 


A Rich One Found by Mr. O’Sallivan and 
Another One He Did Not Find. 


On the 13th of December last D. O'Sullivan, 
Jr., of Overshot, Pa., digging out dirt where 
a bridge crossed a creek on his farm, un- 
earthed 300 eggs, which he found were snake’s 
eggs, for on breaking one he discovered «a 
young snake inside, eurled around in the egg, 
which was an inch and ahalf in diameter. 
The snake was alive and on uncurling 


itself it developed a length of ten 
inches. O’Sullivan broke a number of the 
eggs, and each had a live snake init. The 
eggs were beneath the rubbish a depth of 
nearly a foot, and the surface of the spot was 
as hard asaroadbed. They iay in bunches, 
some bunches having as many as ten eggs 
each. O’Sullivan smashed a couple of hun- 
dred of the eggs and destroyed their wriggling 
contents. The rg mg ogee he took home 
and placed in a box. Snakes were hatched 
out daily, and as soon as they appeared were 
despatched, until all were hatched and killed. 
The locality where the deposit of snake eggs 
was found has long been noted for the great 
number of snakes that seemed to make it a 
favorite retreat. Last season O'Sullivan alone 
killed more than sever hundred snakes, all of 
one kind, a variety of water snake, and saw 
over one thousand more. He has a cat which 
is an @xpertat snake catching, and she in- 
variably raises her kitten families on the 
snakes she captures along the creek 
bank. she has deen known to kill as 
many as ‘fifteen enakes in a day. 
sides O“ Bullivan and his cat has several 
children who find agreeable recreation in 
snake puntiag. and last season they put an 
end to 826 of the reptiles. After discovering 
and destroying the 300 eg that were de 
posited in the bard bank of the creek under 
the old bridge, O’Suliivam made many other 
excavations in search of other snake-egg de-

SOME UNIQUE AFFAIRS THAT TAKE PLACE 
IN THE GAY CAPITAL. 


The Scenes at These Balls and How the 
Social Tone of Them Has Déclined— 
Where They Get the Feminine Dancers 
—The Story of a Nefarious Plot Where 
Cora Pearl Played a Part—Paris Gossip.

ARIS, Feb. 25.—The 
series of three 
masked balls at 
the Opera has just 
come to a close. It 
is tothe profits of 

these balls that the 
directors chiefly 
look to recoup 
themselves for 
thelr losses 
throughout the 
season. For grand 
opera is not profit- 
able in Paris any 
more than in Lon- 
don or New Tork, 
and in spite of a 
theater rent free, 
and an annual sub- 
vention of $160,000, 
they ofteh find it 


hard to make both ends meet at the close 


of the season. To be sure the 
list ot stipulations 18 decidedly 
onerous. The theater must be kept open all 
the year round, anda certain number of new 
works must be produced annually. So far as 
this last obligation is conoerned the directors 
show an unusual amount of skill in dodg- 
ing it. 

I shall not enter into any detailed deseriv- 
tion of the masked balis of the? Paris Opera. 
They are always the same thing, or at least 
they have been during the past fifteen years, 
that is to say, since the new 
opera-house has been opened. It 
has always seemed to me like a desecration 
of that splendid temple of art to throw it 
opea three or four times a ywarito the coarse, 
vulgar horde that crowd its halis, with their 
indescribable actions and indefensible words. 
And there is neither fun nor wit in the scene. 
Neither is there any element of elegant so- 
clety any longer present. When the Opera- 
house was first opened and was still a novelty 
parties of ladies and gentlemen, the former 
closely masked and shrouded in their domi- 
nos of black silk or of black satin, used to oc- 
cupy as spectators the boxes on the first 
tier. That is all done away with now. The 
shopman from the Bon Mearche, who goes to 
these fontertainments dreaming of possible 
meetings with disguised Countesses and 
masked Marquises, is deceived by the legends 
of what used to be 

HALF A CENTURY AGO. 

Nowadays the scene is essentially com- 
monplace. The costumes are the sbabby 
frippery of the second rate music halls and 
third rate costumers. The dancers are the reg- 
ular set from the Moulin Rouge and the Jordin 
de Paris, and are paid so much per night 
fortheir gambols. The managers are com- 
pelled to furnish their ball- rooms with 
dancers, and especially with dangeuses, or 
else the feminine element would be com- 
plately lacking. They were taught the neces- 
sity of this precaution by the first bali that 
was given after the inauguration of the new 
Opera-house. There was such a rush for 
tickets that the directors considered it un- 
necessary to hire any professional dancers 
for the occasion. The affair turned out 
a dismal failure. There was 
of people present, but 
allmen. The vast extent of the dancing floor 
was packed as close as human beings could 
be squeezed together and the dense mass, 
being all in dress coats, had a peculiarly 
sombre effect.

THE NOLAND PROSECUTION. 


The 


last arrived at the proper view of their 
duty to the State and the Democratic 
party which has been persistently urged 
upon them by the Post-DISPATCH. 

But throughout the entire investigation 
of the defaloation of the ex-Treasurer the 
attitude of the State Democratic press has 
been significant. The organs of the party, 
upto within a day or two of the arrest, 
when it was certain, maintained\ si- 
lence on this important phase of the 
case. They afforded ground for the 
suspicion that they were awaiting 
the decision of the authorities and of the 
bosses of the party and whatever that 
may have been, whether to protect official 
rascality, cover up the crime or compound 
the felony, they were prepared to indorse 
and justify it. They proved their utter 
worthlessness as monitors and real friends 
of the party and guardians of the interests 
of the people. 

Only a few independent Democratic 
papers of the State under the leadership 
of the Post-Disratcu had the courage to 
demand that the party be cleared of 
suspicion and the law vindicated by a 
prosecution of the guilty official. The 
POsT- DISPATCH from the beginning showed 
the danger and wrong of any other course, 
and that the arrest has taken place is due 
in a large measure to its fearlesa and firm 
attitude. 

But the arrest of NOLAND is only the 
first step on the right road. An impar- 
tial, earnest prosecution without fear or 
favor, and the enforcement of his punish- 
ment are no less the duties of the author- 
ities. There is still opportunity to com- 
mita great wrong and a great blunder in 
the case. 


HELP FOR THE FARMER. 

At last the Chicago Jnter-Ocean has in- 
formed the Republican farmers of IIli- 
nois why their last year’s corn cop is 
worth $10,000,000 less than the raising of 
it cost them, and the Republican farmers 
of Iowa and Kansas are also informed 
why the price of their corn and wheat is 
so unremunerative. The low price ac- 
cording to the Jnter-Ocean is in conse- 
quence of the low tariff on grain, which 
permits heavy importations of foreign 
wheat and corn to brenk down our home 
market for grain, That paper tells them 
that corn is imported from Buenos Ayres 
for the starch manufacturers in spite ofa 
duty of 10 cents per bushel; that 
there would be a ‘‘general importation 
of that cereal” but for the duty and 
that wheat and corn would both be lower 
but for the duty on them. It therefore 
tells the farmers that a prohibitive duty 
on foreign grainisthe best remedy for 
their troubles, and that to make it perfect 
they need to pay more taxes on all they 
buy so as to improve their home market. 
There is positively no cure for the chief 
trouble of farmers who are foolish enough 
to believe this sort of stuff. They would 
fare better in well-conducted idiot asy- 
lums than in trying to protect themselves 
in any branch of business.

Missouri“ Bogus Anti-Trust Law.

It is not surprising that the Missouri anti- 
combination law has been declared unconsti- 
tutional by the court. We pointed out imme- 
diately after the enactment of this law that 
parts of it inyited such a decision, having 
been inserted—as was reported at the time in 
Missouri—by legislators who were really op- 
posed to the bill, and who sought to make the 
law worthless because they could not prevent 
the passage of some billof the kind. Itis 
noticeable that the defendant in the test case 
is a local hardware company,and that no seri- 
ous attempt has been made to enforce the law 
against the manufacturers who are in the 
Lead Trust and the Linseed Oil Trust, although 
a large part of the property controlled by 
these great organizations issituated in Mis- 
sourl. There wae a great show of taking ac- 
tion under F. law against all corporations in- 
terested in combinations, but the local mem- 
bers of these two great trusis have never 
displayed any anxiety as to any probable pro- 
ceedings against them, and have peacefully 
added large properties in the State to their 
organization since the bill became a law.

Gould asd Huntington. 
From the New York WORLD. 

The spectacle of a man making an illegal 
contract, pocketing the proceeds and then de- 
fending his refusual to divide with his partner 
by pointing out the illegality of the transac- 
tion has been presente‘ in ‘Louisiana by Collis 
. Huntington. In 1881, the Texas 4 Pacific 
Railway Uo. (Gould) entered into a pooling 
contract with the Southern Pacific Railway 
Co. (Huntington.) In 1888 the Gould concern 
sued the Huntington concern for $556,557.27, to 
which it claimed to be entitled and which it 
alleged that the defendant wrongfully with- 
held. The plea filed by the defendant was 
that the contract was invalid according to 
both the Constitation of Texas and the inter- 
state commerce law, and that, therefore, the 
defendant could rot be forced to pay the sum 
claimed. Judgment was rendered for Hunt 
ngton. 

Abolish the Electoral College, 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

The remedy for this tendency to revolution- 
ary methods to gain temporary partisan: ends 
is in the entire abolition of the Electoral Col- 
lege. The patriotic purpose that dictated the 
creation ofthe college perished before a de- 
cade had passed, and there is now nothing to 
recommend the college, but the possibility of 
using or abusing it to defeat the popular will.

Judge Bashaw, attorney for Directors Mack 
lin, Rogers, Bartholdt and Boliman of the 
Schoo! Board, has cone to Jefferson City for 
the purpose of bringing quo warranto pro- 
ceedings in the supreme Court against Mr. 
Charles F. Miller, ex-President of the School 
Board, to show by whatright he is entitled to 
a sent in the board. This action la taken for 
the purpose of testing the constitutionality of 
the Drabelie act under whieh Mr. Miller was 
elected. 

The Court of Appeals in ite decision yester- 
day in the School Board cases before it, ren- 
dered the opinion that the constitutionality 
of the Drabelie law would have to be tested 
by origiva!l proceedings before the Supreme 
Court, andit was in view of this fact that 
Judge Bashaw went to the State capital last 
night. He will make application for a writ of 
quo warranto against Mr. Chas. F. Miller at 
once. In order to test the econstitutionality 
at the act a director at large had to be se- 
lected and Mr. Miller being such, and more- 
over the leader of the opposition to Judge 
Basbaw’s clients, he was decided upon as the 
vietim. In case Judge Bashaw ig successful 
in having the law declared unconstitutional 
the whole School Board will have to step 
down and out, and an entire new board 
elected. It will doubtless be a couple of 
months atleast before any decision will be 
rendered by the Supreme Oourt on the ques- 
tion, and in the meantime there are other 
phases ofthe School Board tangle ef more 
moment. 

WILL HAVE TO SHOW UP. 

The decision of the Court of Appeals yester- 
day in the quo warranto proceedings against 
Directors Mackiin, Rogers, Bartholdt and 
Miller, leaves but one course to those 
gentieomen. That is to produce thelr tax 
receipts and prove to the court thatthey are 
such as to qualify their holders under the law 
to ecoupy seats in the School Board. The 
eharaeter of the receipts held by the 
four gentiemen of the Auler 
side whose eligibility has been questioned has 
been shown teo often to need repetition, 
Mesers. Macklin, Rogers an Bartholdt, 
shortly previous to the election, so it 10 
claimed, acquired property on whieh phey 

aid back taxes for two years. The Schoo 

eard law says that a director, in order to Se 
qualified, must have paid taxes for two years 
immediately reeeding his election, 
and Messrs. nea, Bartholdt and 
Rogers elaim in paying back 
taxes for two eS a complied with this 
provision. Those whe instigated the pro- 
ceedings against them, hewever, put a differ- 
ent construction on the law. They claim that 
ite clear intent is that a man must have paid 
taxes annuallv on property ower 12 him two 
years before his election. Bollman 
seems to be in the ae. position 
of any of those whose eligibility is 
questioned. He is a member of a eorporatian 
organized in New York whieh pays taxes 
here, but corporation taxes don't count. 
Moreover, itis only a year since the scheoils 
gotany revenue from the merchants’ tax, 
and consequenily Mr. Bollman, it is said, can- 
not by any construction be adjudged as quali- 
fied. The Aulerites are confident, however, 
that they willeome out all right on the pre- 
sentation of their tax receipts to the court. 
They assert that their tax qualifications can- 
not be held otherwise than good by the court. 
On the other hand, however, the Millerites are 
getting a good deal of joy out of the situation 
and look upon the enosing of er Bar- 
tholdt, Rogers and Boll A as An assured fact. 
In regard to the proceedings against Directors 
Kelly, Sheahan and Dozier of the Miller side 
ually diverse apinions prevail.

Second Collapse of the Bowen- 
Merrill Building in In- . 
dianapolis. 


Fifteen to Twenty-five Persons 
Buried Under the Debris. 


Cause of To-Day’s Disaster—Thousands of 
People at the Scene—Search For the 
Vietims in the Ruins—Serious Collision 
on the Northwestera—A Great Mine Fire 
at Hurley, Wis.—Five Miners Burned to 
Death—Collided in a Snow Storm Fatally 
Kicked by a Mule—Oasualties. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 19.—Part of the 
roof of the Brown-Merrill Co. building, which 
projected from the front, fell at 1 o’elock 
thie afternoon buryinga numberof men in 
theruings. It is believed that from fifteen to 
twenty five persons are kilied or in- 
jured. Great excitement prevails. Thou- 
sands of people surround the scene of disaster. 
Reports of eye- witnesses are very conflicting 
as to the number supposed to be in the wreck. 
It is probable that most of those near the fall- 
ing wallescaped. When tbervof fell, Oapt. 
Campbell of the Metropolitan Police and Of- 
fcers Manning and Leffler were standing on 
the main floor, about forty-five feet from the 
front. Almost directiy ‘beneath the 
projecting roof were Peter Albin 
and Wwunam Meadows, carpenters, who were 
bracing the iron front. The officers escaped 
injury, but Albin and Meadows were buried 
benesth 

THE MASS OF TIMBERS. 

Both were extricated in a few minutes. 
Meadows was struck in the back witha piece 
of heavy timber and may be injured inter- 
nally. Albin escaped with afew bruises, but 
ig prostrated from fright. It is impos- 
sible to clear away the wreck at this 
time, as the iron front is cracking badly 
and may topple over at any moment, The 
fire department is working heroically, but 
with due regard for the safety of those whose 
lives are riezed in the undertaking. Imme- 
diately after the fall of the roc the east wall 
ofthe buliding occupied by Bicknell’s 5 and 
10-cent store, tell in with a erash. It Is 
stated, but not authenticated, that all the 
customers and clerks escaped. Forty-five 
men working under the supervision of Com- 
Missioner Deruyter narrowly escaped. 


OTHER BUILDINGS IN DANGER. 

An effort is being made to pulli down the 
iron front. Fear le express that if this is 
gone the buliding occupied oY Wasson & 
Co. will also be leveled to the ground. 
As vet no ede has entered the building, and 
it is impossible to say whether there are any 
bodies in the ruins. Reports are so confilct- 
ing that no authentle information can be ob- 
tained at this hour. 


The First Crash, 


The Bowen- Merrill building and tne horrers 
associated with its destruction will be long re- 
membered in Indianapolis. The building was 
a four-story, marble-front establishment, 


facing Washington street, just west of 
Meridian, and the fre which caused 
ite destruction and the primary cause of the 
terrible joss of life started shortiy betore 3 
o'clock Monday afternoon, At 5 0 o'clock, 
when the fire was under control, the entire 
back part of the buliding collapsed, 
killing ten members of the Fire 
Department outright and injuring some 
twenty other firemen and spectators. The 
bullding was considered a sound structure, 
and for that reason the firemen were not as 
cautious as usual. The first entrance to the 
building made by the firemen was about 
two hours after the alarm was 
given They then considered it 
safe to enter and members of the different 
companies carried lines in on each floor to 
deluge the building and extinguish the burn- 
ing stock that could not be reached from

THE CHEROKEE BOOMERS. 


A General Exedus ef the ‘‘Sooners’’—Move- 
mente of the Military. 


Gurunis, I. T., March 19.~—The patrol of the 
Cherokee strip by forces of the United States 
army began to-day, Gen. Merritt, command- 
ing the Department of the Missouri, issued 
orders to that effect early yesterday morning, 
and all day yesterday and a part of to-day 
troops of cavalry were on the march to this 
place. The forces included in the order were 
as follows: Troop G, 50 men, from Fort Reno, 
Capt. E. M. Haynes commanding; Troop K. 
60 men, from Fort Reno, Capt. A. E. Wood- 
son commanding; Troop F, 50 men, from Fort 
Bupply, Capt. G. H. Paddock commanding; 
Troop I, 40 men from Fort Supply, Lieut. E. 
F. Andrews commanding. These troops were 
massed at this point this morning, and from 
here wil] march to four different points equi- 
distant from one another along the southern 
boundary of the strip. Thence they will 
march in squads, covering as much ground ag 
possible north through the strip, notifying 
the settlers who now remain of the Preei- 
dent’s notice and forcibly evicting those who 
refuse to go voluntarily. After the full 
width of the strip has thus been patrolied 
the troops will return southward 
to different points In the * establish mi- 
tary stations and guard the land from inva- 
sion until it shall be legally opened to settie- 
ment by act of Congress and presidential 
proclamation. Troop! will return to Key 
stone, Troop F to Ponca, Troop G to Poud 
Creek, and Troop K to a point fifteen miles 
south of Kiowa, It is not expected that the 
military will encounter any resistance, for 
the settlers who remain are very few and 
seem peaceably inclined. 


Determiszed Beomers. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 19.—The Chero- 
ke e Strip Homesteaders’ Association bas is- 
sued a secret circular,dated at Guthrie, Okla., 
Arkansas City, Winfleld and Coldwater, kKan., 


March Ii, which recites that— 

„The Administration having given evi- 
dence of ite entire sympathy with 
the thousands who are clamoring 
for * home in the great 
domain now wholly given over to the cattie 
Parons to the exclusion of many worthy set- 
tlers, it bas been deemed expedient for the 
prospective settieors to organize a secret asso- 
ciation, having for its object the invasion of 
the Cherokee Stripata given time. Accord- 
ingly on the 224 day of April at 18 e’clock a 
concerted movement of boomers will be 
made on all sides of the outlet. We have 
good reasons to believe that the settlers will 
be unmolested ifthe movement assumes suf- 
ficient proportions.’’ 

The nine last words are italicized. The mat- 
ter wat brought to the attention of the Pres- 
dent to-day. and he advised that a statement 
be given to the press to the effect ‘‘that no 
matter what the proportions of the raid the 
settlement of the strip will not be allowed 
until it is made lawful. 


A General Exodus. 


ARKANSAS City, Kan., March 19.—The ia 
vaders of the Cherokee Strip who crossed the 
line from this point are coming back with al- 
most as much haste agthey wentin. They 


are afraid they will be legally regarded as 
‘*‘Sooners’’ and dispossessed of their home- 
stead rights. Those who have returned re- 
general exodus from the 
The acttiers are anxious 
out of the strip before 
they arc caught by the troops so thatthe 
Government can have no evidence of their 
ever having been in there. S. S. Sanders, a 
boomer leader, has received a letter from 
Congressman Mansur, advising him and his 
friends to keep out of ‘the strip until i¢ shell 
be formally opened, because, says Mr. 
Mansur, the Fiftieta Congress had it in for 
the sooners.’” Mr. Mansur says also that 
there isno doubt but that the present Cher- 
okee Commission will purchase the land from 
the Indians and that the present Congress 
will open it for settlement.

THE SOUTHERN FLOOD. 
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Bad Levee Breaks in Mississippi—Heavy 
Damage at All Points. 


GREENVILLE, Miss., March 19.—The flood is 
growing worse and the levees are breaking, 
one after another. The water cut through the 
Columbia embankment at Luna Landing, 
Ark., and the crevasue is widening. This will 
flood all therich plantations of Chicot County.

Boats, pile driv- 
ers and men have been sent to the break to 
try and close it and all possibile efforts will be 
made.

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SUPERVISOR MATLACK STILL AFTER THE 
MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC LIGHTING CO. 


Voting Compartments te Be Ordered by Re- 
cordet Williamsin Accordance With the 
Australian System—The North & South 
Rallread Bill—The Shaw Elm Tree—New 
Hospital Physicians—City Hall Notes. 


There is a prospect of a lively conflict be- 
tween the Municipal Electric Lighting Co. and 
the Supervisor of Public Lighting before the 
currents are turned on in the arc light cir- 
cuits. Notwithstanding the vigorous denial 
of Supervisor Matiack’s charges made by 
General Superintendent Ayer yesterday morn- 
ing, before the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, Mr. Matlack still insists that the 
company has been stringing wires without 
permits or inspection, Speaking to a POST- 
DISPATCH reporter to-day Mr. Matlack said 
that the Superintendent had refused to turn 
over the circuits for inspection as they were 
completed when he made the demand. He 
added that some of the poles and wires had 
been improperly placed and that he proposed 
to have these matters set right 
before the currents were turned on. 
This was absolutely necessary, he said, 
to protect the telephone and other wires as 
well as to guard against accidents. Summing 
up Mr. Ayres’ remarks before the board, he 
said the Superintendent winced simply be- 
cause he had been touched up. He would 
insis¢ ona thorough inspection before per- 
mitting the company to start the current 
through the circuita. 


Examining the Route. 


The Rallroad Committee of the Council is 
out in cerriages this afternoon examining the 
route prescribed in the pending bil! authoriz- 
ing the North & South Rapid Transit Railway 


Co. to construct and operate a double track 
road across the city from Thirteenth and 
Cherokee streets to Calvary Cemetery. The 
proposed route is as follows: 

Beginning atthe intersection of Thirteenth 
and Cherokee streets, thence north along 
Thirteenth street to Lynch street, west on 
Lynch street to Second Carondelet avenue, 
northon Second Carondelet avenue to She- 
nandoah street, thence in a northeasterly 
direction over, along and agross Shenandoah 
street to Dolman street, north on Dolman 
street and all intervening property 
to Chouteau avenue west on Chou- 
teau avenue to Eighteenth street, north 
on Eighteenth street and across the Eighteenth 
street bridge to Pine street, west on Pine 
street to Nineteenth street, north on Nine- 
teenth street to Branch street, east on Branch 
street to Buchanan street, easton Buchanan 
street to Blair avenue, north on Blair avenue 
to College Avenue, weston College avenue to 
Fioriasant avenve, and north on Florissant 
avenue to the main entrance to Calvary Ceme- 
tery, with the right to cross any intervening 
street, alley or tract of land on the above de- 
scribed route, and with the right to use and 
operate jointiy with any other railway com- 
pany any track or tracks laid orto be laid on 
any part of the route above described. 

The bill was introduced about ten days ago 
by Mr. Rohan. A portion of the route men- 
tioned In this bill goes over the same ground 
as that in the Cross Town bill! introduced 
at a subsequent meeting. The North & South 
Co. ask the right to operate by cabie, electric- 
ity or borse power. Unlike most railroad or- 
dinances introduced in the Assembly the 
names of the persons seeking the franchise do 
not appear on the bill. . 


New Voting Compartment. 


Adolph Elsner of Jefferson City, the inven- 
tor of a voting compartment for use in carry- 
ing out the provisions of the Australian sys- 
tem, was at the City Hall to-day, with a model 


of his invention. Recorder Williams, after 
examining it, said it filled his idea, and that 
he would urge its adoption. The compartment 
is so arranged that it can be folded up and 
put away without occupying very much space 
when not in use. It can be arranged in a 
room so that no person can see the voter 
when he ts inside preparing hie ticket. There 
is a place inside on which the ticket can be 
placed for the ecratching process. Mr. WIII- 
james took the inventor and the model to the 
Mayor's office to show the compartment to 
the Mayor. The Recorder says that the com- 
partments will have to be confracted for with- 
out any delay, or they will not be ready for 
the fall election. 


The Shaw Elm Tree. 


The bill passed by the House of Delegates 
last evening appropriating $150 for the preser- 
vation of the Shaw Elm tree appears to be

It is located on the 
west side of King’s highway near 
Arsenal street on a public thoroughfare 
and was planted many years ago by the late 
Henry Shaw. It is a magnificent tree, and 
has been pronounced the finest in the city. 
The object of the bill is to use the $150 to bu id 
a coping around it, so as to prevent passing 
vebicies from rubbing against the bark.

A TERRIBLE CRIME. 


MRS. ANNA MOLLINS MEETS WITH A HOR- 
RIBLE EXPERIENCE IN CARONDELET. 


She is Seized by Brutes and Assatled— Her 
Assailants Arrested This Merning and She 
Identifies Them—They Are Koown to the 
Police as Members of the Notorious Con- 
vent Street Gang. 


Mrs. Anna Uollins is a very respectable 
young colored woman living in Carondelet. 
On last Monday evening she was passing the 
corner of Second and Convent streets when 
she was accosted by aman who represented 
himself as an officer. He told the woman she 
was under arrest and must come with him. 
She protested, when be seized her and started 
to drag her down the street toward the river. 

Mrs. Hollins began to scream, when a rough 
hand was placed over her mouth. At the 
same moment a whistle from her captor 
brought four other men from the shadows of 
an adjacent lumber pile. Seizing their strug- 
gling victim in their arms the villains carried 
ber bodily into the depth of the lumber yard 
at the corner of Levee and Convent streets. 
This was about? o’clock. After suffering the

at the hands of her brutal assailants she was 
almost unconscious. Mrs. Hollins was then 
permitted to go. She was so weak she could 
scarcely walk. Passing a junk shop on Sec- 
ond street she noticed that it was almost 
11 o clock. She spoke to the 
first officer she met, but he 
laughed at her story. She then went to the 
Iron Mountain Depot and found Officer 
Vaughn. As soon as he learned the facts he 
communicated with Sergt. Garvin and a hur- 
ried search was made ol the.lumber yard and 
adjacent territory without avail. Complete 
descriptions were furnished by the woman of 
three of ber assailants whose faces she had 
seen. 

Officers Vaughn and Clark were detailed by 
Sergt. Garvin to work on the case. Acting on 
the description given Officer Olark yesterday 
evening 

ARRESTED 

John Glynn and Thomas Carr. This morn- 
ing before daylight Officer Vaugbn went to 
the home of Fred Hortese, near Seventh and 
Poplar streets, and found his maninbed. He 
was locked up with the other men at the Cen- 
tral District Station. A number of other men 
were arrested on suspicion. 

This morning Mrs. Hollins went to the Four 
Courts. She was taken below to the holdover 
and the prisoners brought out. As soon as 
she set eyes on Glynn she pointed her finger 
at him and sald: 

„That is the man who first spoke to me and 
said he was an officer—that’s the fellow. 

She then, without a moment’s hesitation, 

ositively identified both Carr and Hortese as 
Solem concerned in the outrage. The other 
men she aid not recognize and they were re- 
leased. Warrants were at once sworn out 
charging Glynn, Carr and Hortese with crim- 
inal assault. 

Mrs. Hollins tells a very straight and 
convincing story of the whole affair. 
She is a bright-faced mulatto woman, 
2 years of age, rather slight in 
bulld and with good, honest features. She 
has been marrried four years and lives with 
her husband at 6512 South Broadway, in Ca- 
rondelet.

ITS FLECTHIC EXTENSIONS TO BE IN FULL 
OPERATION IN NINETY DAYs- 


the Work Made—The 
Changes to Cost Fully $%1,200,000— 
Equipments of the Road—The New 
Country Opened Up—Provisions of the 
Franchises, Routes, Etc. 


VERYTHING is 
being done, as re- 
ported by Mr. Geo. 
D. Capen, President 
of the Lindell Rail- 
way Co., to have the 
electric rallway ex- 
tensions of the com- 
pany recently auth- 
orized by the Munio- 
ipal Assembly, com- 
pleted and in op- 
eration in ninety days. Mr. Capen, speaking 
of the work this morning, said the contracts 
had all been let exoept for the Forest Park 
pavillion and work will be commenced along 
the line within a few days. When it gets 
through the company will have expended 
fully $1,200,000, in changes and extensions. 
The contract as let for the power-house calls 
for a building to cost $150,000 and to havea 
frontage of 228 feet and a depth of 190 feet. It 
will be located on the west side of Compton 
avenue north of Chouteau, the site of the pres- 
ent station. It will be equipped with four 400- 
horse power engines, giving 1,600-horse 
powerin all. The plans and specifications 
under the Sprague system, which includes all 
of Edison's present patents and those he may 
add in future, are entirely completed, so that 
there will be no danger of a delay in turning 
the power station over for operation in ninety 
days. 


Contracts for All 


enn FIRST WORK 
of construction will bein extending the line 
out the Manchester road tothe Bates statute 
at Forest Park. The next will be on the line 
from Grand avenue on Finney to Taylor, and 
then the double track on Delmar to De Ball- 
viere avenue will be laid. The contracts for 
all ot the rails and ties have been let and de- 
liveries of them are now being made 
in each of the extensions. The two systems 
complete will, it is expected, be 
turned over for active operation in ninety 
days. Out Delmar, from Taylor, west, hand- 
some poles will be set in the center of the 
street, on every other one of which there will 


be an electric light. In equipping the system 
250 coaches and 100 motor cars will be used, and 
Mr. Capen says they will be the handsomest 
cars on any line inthe country. Tue Forest 
Park Pavilion, he says, will be a great add! 
tion to the park. It will cost $25,000. The 
Plans for it have been completed, and the con- 
tracts for its erection will be made within a 
few days. 
WESTERN LINE EXTENSIONS. 

In connection with these changes even those 
most interested in property adjacent to the 
Lindell and opened up by its extensions, 
seem to have littie idea of just what the ex- 
tensions are. This is particularly true of the 
extension from the intersection of Taylor and 
Finney avenues. From there, on one exten - 
sion, the road when completed is to run south 
with a double track along Taylor avenue to 
Delmar and Taylor avenue, thence in a west- 
erly direction with a double track from Tay- 
loravenue alone and upon Delmar avenue 
to a point on Delmar avenue where 
De Baliviere avenue, if extended north from 
De Giverville avenue, would intersect Delmar 
avenue 3,000 feet west of the west line of 
Union avenue, thence south on a line coincl- 
dent with the center line of De Baliviere 
avenue, if continued north from De Giverville 
avenue to Delmar avenue, crossing all inter- 
vening streets, otc., to and into Forest Park, 
not exceeding 600 feet into the interior of the 
park. In securing private property for right- 
of-way, the company agrees that it shail be 
dedivated to the city as a public highway. The 
terminiinthe park are to be designated by 
the Board of Public Improvements, and once 
fixed, shall not be changed or extended ex 
cept by ordinance. 

Another extension is from Compton and 
Lucas avenues, also double track, along 
Lucas to Grand avenue, north along Grand to 
Finney, west on Finney to Taylor. In accept- 
ing this the company agrees, within thirty 
days after the construction of this line, and 
the commencement of its operation, to re- 
move its tracks on Compton, between Lucas 
avenue and Morgan strett, on Morgan between 
Compton and Grand, fon Delmar between 
Grand and Vandeventer, on Vandeventer 
from Delmarto Fairfax, and on Fairfax from 
Vandeventer to Taylor. 

A third extension, double track, is from 
Finney and Taylor avenues north along Tay- 
lor to Page avenue, west on Page to Etzel 
avenue, west on Etzel to Goodfellow avenue, 
west on Etzel, with a single track, to Ham- 
ton avenue; north on Hamiiton avenue, with 
single track, to Plymouth avenue, east on 
Piymouth toa junction with the double track 
at the intersection of Plymoutn and Etzel 
avenues, with the right to cross all inter- 
vening streets and alleys. 


BLUE LINE CHANGES AND EXTENSIONS. 

On the Blue Linethe extensions authorized 
are calculated to bring in considerable new 
territory. Thefirstis to lay a single track 
from a point in its track as now laid at Eight- 
eenth and Papin streets, thenve west along 
Papin street not more than 200 feet, thence 
southwardly to a point in the present north, 
track at or near the intersection of Chouteau 
avenue and Second Carondelet avenue. In 
making this change one of the tracks on 
Kighteenth street between Papin and Chou- 
teau is tobe removed and the single track 
placed in the center of the street. 

A double track line is authorized from some 
convenient point in the tracks as now author- 
ized to be laid on New Manchester road, west 
of Chouteau avenue, extending thence west- 
wardiy along Chouteau avenue, toand into 
Forest Park, not exceeding 300 feet. In this 
the company agrees not to avail itecif of the 
right to lay tracks on the New Manchester road 
west of the proposed Chouteau avenue. In 
making these changes the company is author- 
ized to lay all necessary curves, ewitches and 
turnouts, to connect ite present tracks with 
those now provided for, and also with such 
power houses and depots as it may establish. 


PROVISIONS AS TO POWER, ETC. 

In the franchises for these changes and ex- 
tensions, the Lindell is authorized to operate 
its Fourteenth street line from Fourteenth 
and Gratiot streets to its western terminus, 
and ite Washington avenue line from its sta- 
bies, on Washington, near Twenty- Second, to 
the termini of its branch lines, by 
horse of electriq power, the latter 
to be by storage batteries, carried on the cars, 
or by oyerhead wires or wires supported by 
iron poles not less than twenty feet above the 
surface of the street. No poles shali be placed 
in the center of any street whichis less thao 
sixty feet wide, nor in Grand avenue; or ir 
any street where butasingle track is main- 
tained. In allsuch cases the poles shali be 

jaced on the ourb lines, and no poles shall 

placed opposite any street crossing or 
where there is a curve inthe line.

MISS ISABELLA BRADY WILLING TO GIVE 
BOTH TO THOMAS MISKILL- 


An Elderly Spinster’s Longing Affection for 
a Clarionet Player, Twenty Years Her 
Junior—Mr, Miskill Breaks His Plighted 
Troth and Miss Brady Sues Him fer Dam- 
ages—Interesting Love Letters.

keep my word,’’ ex- 
claimed Miss Isabella 
Brady yesterday, as 
she was completing 
her narrative to the 
jury before the Su- 
perior Court. Mis 
Brady has brough. 
suit to recover $10, 
000 damages from Thos. 8. Miskili for breach 
of promise of marriage. Miss Brady is a 
spinster, 58 years of age, but she is just as 
anxious to become a happy bride as she was a 
generation ago. She hoped to be the wife of 
MiskiJl, who is more than twenty years her 
junior. She has had a longing affection for 
him for the past five years. Miss Brady is a 
native of England, where she has consider- 
able property, but now claims the protec- 
tion of her adopted country. Miskill 
is also a subject of Her Majesty the 
Queen, and served in England in the 
Guards, but he tired of the life of a soldier 
and deserted and cametothiscountry. He 
is 3 years of age and acilarionetpiayer. He 
is now tooting for a living at the Olympia 
Theater in Harlem and has also been con- 
nected with Gilmore’s Band and various or- 
chestras. Miss Brady proved to be avery 
persistent lover, as Thomas found out. She 
cared for him when he was sick and has been 
desirous of looking after his welfare ever 
since. She madehis acquaintance in 1882 and 
says he promised to marry her in April, 1886, 
but postponed the eventful occasion from 
time to time untilin October, 1888, when he 
absolutely refused to make her bis wife. 
Miss Brady rattied on at her own sweet 
will on the witness stand and 
could not be checked by the lawyers 
or Judge Truaz. She said Thomas usually 
called on her on Sundays, and they had coffee 
together. They lived in the same boarding 
house for some time, and she prepared his 
meals. He agreed to make herhis wife in 
1886, and took her to Tiffany’s and ordered a 
ring for $17.50, which was made for her. It 
was a close fit, and she she wanted it made 
larger, but he said it was Detter to have it 
tight for she could not get it off so easily. He 
took the ring, however, and did not return it. 
He told her he would make her take the 
money from that blasted country’’ before 
he would marry her. He changed his name 
to Burke, because he was a deserter. She 
told him she could not have confidence ina 


man with an assumed name, but would 
marry him if he would produce the certificate 
of his birth, and offered to pay the 
tor his army ransom. Later he told her 

He NEVER WOULD MARRY HER. 

He suid be thought she would leave her 
money to him in any event, and she asked 
him if he thougbt she was a fool, and called 
bim a villain. He ran out of the house, and 
she wrote bima letter. This letter is dated 
September 30, 1888, and was read in court. In 
it Miss Brady says he has refused to marry 
her, and asks if he imagines she will submit 
to such baseness, infidelity and unfaithful- 
ness. She also says: 

You wanted us to be married In England. My dress 
was bought and partially made. You bought your 
tle—the same color as my dress. You then brought 
me out here under the pretense that we were to be 
married atonce. Von conduct was extraordinary 
and anything but straightforward. I was a complete 
lackey to you, a slave, a terv ant. 

The letter goes on to recite the history of 
Miss Brady’s disappointments and her lover’s 
talthless ness. One of the appeals is as fol- 
lows: 

Now, Thomas, dear Thomas, as a faithful, good 
woman. and asalady, I must at once require to 
kuow what you're going todo, I will not be shirked 
any longer. You will have to fulfill your promise of 
marriage. Ihave never given you even a loophole 
to creep out of, At the first onset I was honest; I 
was cordial. lam now in earnest. You must bear 
in mind, dear Tom, that I will not be made a tool or 
a fool of. Ifeel degraded when I think what a slave 
Ihave been. God, I know. will punish you. 486 1 
have frequently told you, no person ever did me 
wrong but what some dire calamity has befallen 
them in some way or other. 

In another letter written in October, 1888, 
Miss Brady asks dear Thomas whether he 
is a crank ora villain, She then adds:

The Local Option Law Pending in the Iowa 
Legislature. 


Drs Mornges, Io., March 19.—The proposed 
local option law is scheduled to comeup in 
the House for discussion to-day. It provides 
that the question of license or no license in 
any city, town or townshipin the State shall 
be submitted to a vote of the people upon pe- 
tition of one-fifth of the voters at the regular 
election if itis due to be held within two 
months, but if not then ata special election. 
This question is not to be submitted oftener 


than once in every twoyears. City connoils and 
Boards of Trustees are empowered tofix the 
amount to be charged for a llcense to keep a 
saloon within the range of $500 as a minimum 
and $1,000 as a maximum perannum. The 
license fee is to be paid in advance, one-half 
to go to the county and the other half to the 
city, town ortownship in which the dram- 
shopistobe kept. It is provided that the 
saloon- keeper shall furnish such bonds as are 
required by the City Council or the Board of 
Trustees in amounts ranging between 3500 
and $10,000. Councils and Boards of Trustees 
are empowered to issue licenses for the

the throwing of dice in any room wherein 
such liquors are kept or sold or in any room 
connected with such room or rooms. When- 
ever any person who is married or the head of 
a family, or has other persons dependin 
upon him or her for support, shall be foun 
intoxicated in any such city, town or town- 
ship, the 8 or persons holding any such

DECLARED UNCONSTITUTIONAL, 


The Reading of the Bible in the Public 
Schools, 


Mabtsox, Wis. , Murch 19.—The case of Weiss 
against the Edgerton District, School Boaid, 
as telegraphed yesterday to the Post-DIs- 
PATCH, was one ot the most important de- 
cided by the Supreme Court in many years, 
Some of the public school teachers there were 
inthe habit ot reading the Bible to their pu- 
pils, and to this some Catholic parents ob- 


jected, particularly because the Bible used 
was the King James edition, portions of which 
are repugnant to the Roman Church. The case 
was tried in the Circuit Oourt for Rock Coun- 
ty, which overruled the demurrer of the Cath- 
olics to the answer of the School Board. The 
action of the Circuit Court in now is turn over- 
ruled by the State Supreme Court, thus giving 
victory to the Catholics; and deciuring that 
the reading of the Bible in the public schools 
is unconstitutional. The court says that in 
considering the question whether such read- 
ing of the Bible in the public schools is secta- 
riun instruction, prohibited in publie schools 
by the Constitution, the books will be re- 
garded asa whole, because the whole Bible, 
without exception, has been designated as a 
text book for use in the Edgerton schools, and 
the claim ofthe School Board is that the 
whole contents thereof may lawfully be 80 
real. This being so, it is quite immaterial 
if the portions thereof set out in the a 
turn as the only portions thus far read 
are not sectarian; yet it shouid be observed 
that some of the portions so read seem to in- 
culeate the doctrine of the divinity of Jesus 
Christ and the punishment of the wicked 
after death, which doctrines are not accepted 
by some religious sects. The Court refuses to 
affirm or deny that the Catholic Church op- 
poses the common schools. Ihe Court further 
says that reading from the Bibie in the 
schools, although without comment on the 
part of the teacher, is instruction and bho'ds 
that the Bible contains many doctrinal pas- 
sages and that the general reading of it is 
sectarian instruction. It holds that such text 
books as are founded on the fundamental 
teaching of the Bible, or which may contain 
extracts therefrom, may not be used in the 
schools, Says the court: 

‘*Some of the most valuable instruction a 
* can receive may de derived from read - 

ng alone, without any commentor or exposi- 
tion of the question; therefore the question 
seems to narrow down to this: Is the reading 
of the Bible in the schools, not merely of se- 
lected passages therefrom, but the whole of it, 
sectarian instrypction of the pupils, in view of 
the facts alreasly mentioned; that the Bible 
contains numerous doc trinal passages, upon 
some of which the pecullar creed of almost 
every religious sect is based, and that such 
passages may reasonably be understood 

inculeate the doctrines predicated 
them? An affirmative an- 

to the ‘question seems unavoid- 

Any pupil of ordinary intelligence who 
listens to the reading of doctrinal portions of 
the Bible will be more or less instructed 
thereby in the doctrines of the divinity of 
Jesus Christ, the eternal punishment of the 
wicked, the authority of the priesthood, the 
binding forces of the efficuoy of the sacra 
ments and many Other conflicting sectaria 

doctrines.’ 

The — further says that the place where 
the Bible should be read is a piace of worsbip, 
and that as the taxpayers are compelled to 
erect and support school- houses and children 
are, underthe late law, compelled to attend 
publie or private schools, the constitutional 
clauses forbid the use of schoo!l-houses as 
places of worship. The decision of the Court 
was Unanimous.

WIDESPREAD AND HOPELESS POVERTY IN 
THE WYOMING VALLEY: 


The Miners Making Barely Enough to Exist 
—Average Wages Under $20 Per Month— 
The Mines Worked About Quarter Time 
—Hundreds of People Face to Face With 
Absolute Starvation. 


By Tolerrevh tothe POST-DI6GPATCH. 
WILKEBSBARRE, Pa., March 19.—The people 
of the Wyoming Valloy are just awakening to 
the fearful amount of distress and destitution 
existing among the mining population. Never 
since the time of the great strike in the early 
seventies, has such widespread and hopeless 
poverty existed. The men have been making 
barely enough to keep going, and instead of 
getting better, things have been growing 
worse. The bard times of the winter and 
early spring of 1888-9 exhausted every resource 
they had, and though the work of the summer 
months came in time to prevent starvation, 
they had absolutely nothing left to fall. back 
upon when the dull season of last fall set in. 
The mines in the Wyoming Valley have not, 
as a whole, worked more than one quarter 
time since September. Almost haif of them 
have been closed down entirely and many of 
them have worked only four or five daysa 
month. The average wages of a miner during 
this time, as taken from ano examination of 
the books of several collieries, have been un- 
der $20 per month and there are hundreds and 
hundreds of men—with large families too— 
who have not received $50 in the whole six 
months. As a result they now are face to face 
with absolute starvation,and urgent necessity 
nas arisen for prompt and liberal ald. Al- 
ready the work of relief has been actively 
begun. In this city an organization has 
been formed under the name of the 


Benevolent Association. Committees have 
been appointed to canvass<different sections 
of the city and ascertain whoarein urgent 
need of relief and an executive committee 
has been appointed to take charge of the 
distribution of the surplus. A large store. 
room, lent free for the purpose by Timothy 
Parker, was opened yesterday for the recep- 
tion of supplies and a public call for assist - 
ance has been issued by the Board of Trade. 
Committees are also being organized to solicit 
contributions of moneyland supplies through- 
outthecity. The PostT-DISPATOH correspond 
ent accompanied a committee of inspection

On Coal street and its vicinity the instances 
of absolute destitution encountered 

WERE APPALLING. 
In one househoid where there are five chil- 
drén and a sick wife an old woman was found 
boiling potato parings, mixed with crushed 
oats, for the family’s midday meal. Several 
of the children were in the house, shoslcss 
and clothed in rags. In the inner room a 
woman of less than 80 years. with haggard 
features, was lying in bed witha _— little 
baby of a yearold in her arms. hey were 
scantily covered with a ragged guilt. The 
mark of crushing poverty was on everything. 

For three months,’’ saidthe old woman, 
who was the husbana’ s mother, Jim has not 
done a stroke of work and before then it was 
bad enough. We haven't had a scrap of fresh 
meat inthe house in all that time and little 
enough of anything else. God knows what'll 
become of us. 

Inthe next house, where there were seven 
children, things were a little better, for some 
ofthe girls were earning scanty wages in a 
factory. Their earnings were not ® a week, 
and on this alone the family has subsisted for 
months. They were eating their midday 
meal when the committee called, and all that 
was on the table was a loaf of rye bread and a 
jug of molasses. The gaunt look of the 
father, a man of G years, and the pinched 
faces of the children showed tuat they knew 
what hunger was. Close by was a small store 
kept by Reese Griffiths. He told the com- 
mittee that every day from one to two dozen 
women come to his place begging for anything 
in the line of clothing ar provisions, and one 
had asked permission to gather what was left 
upon bis family table after meals. These 
women told most 

PITIABLE TALES OF PRIVATION 

and sufferings, he said, and it was the bardest 
task fn the world to refuse them when he 
knew well that . word they said was true. 
Close by the store liveda woman with three 
children whose husband had been injured in 
the mines four months ago and had 
just come out of the hospital. He was still 
utterly unable to work. This family has 
not received one penny except through char- 
ity in all thattime, and buw that their neigh- 
bors were almost as badly off as they, starva- 
tion stared them in the face. They had sold 
all the furniture that could possibly be spared 
and the poor woman told the committee that 
beyond a few crusts of dry, bread the family 
had eaten nothing for two days. 

Other houses were visited in which almost 
as bad a condition of things was found. 
Hundreds of families in the city 
are reduced to the last extrem.- 
ities. The back yards of provision 
stores and green groceries are haunted all 
day long dy women and children seeking 
something eatable inthe refuse thrown out 
and every morning the publicrefuse grounds 
in the vicinity in the slaughter houses are 
visited by many for similar purposes. The 
situation in moet of the surrounding towns is 
as bad ff not worse, and in almost every one 
of them public efforts are being made to pro- 
vide for the alleviation of this widespread 
destitution. The os of the Board of 
Trade, made publicthis evening, sete forth 
the pressing need which exists and calls upon 
the people of the city to contribute liberally 
and promptly in money and goods.

THE SITUATION DISCUSSED RY THE EX- 
CHANGE REAL ESTATE COMMITTSE.- 


The Status of the Negotiations With the Can- 
necticut Mutual Life Insarance Co.—No 
Immediate Prospect of an Agreement— 
The Option on the Planters’ House Prop- 


N important meoting 
of ‘the Real Estate 
Committee of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange was 
held on Monday after- 
noon in the directors’ 
room, at which mat- 
ters of great interest 
to all members wero 
discussed. It was in- 
tended to confer with 
the representatives of 
“=. the Connecticut Mu- 


tual Life Ineuranoe Co. in reference to the 
price to be seton the Chamber of Commerce 
building, but Charles Green, who has the 
negotiations in charge, wads unavoidably ab- 
sont, and the conference was therefore post- 
poned. 
THE SUBJECT OF THE OPTION 

on the Planters’ House then came up. The 
Real Estate Committee hasan option op this 
property running until June 1, and some 
of the owners express a desire to have it sur- 
rendered. The reason given is that the ex- 
istence of this option seriously interferes with 
their negotiations with Eastern capitalists, 
whether [the object be to sell the land 
and dullding outright, to erect 
a large office buliding orto construct a large 
hotel, provided witn all modern convenien- 
ces. The committee considered the situation 
in all ite aspects, and finally concluded not to 
Surrenderthe option before an answer was 
reo lved from the owners of the Chamber of 
Commerce. In the meeting there was a gen- 
ral interchange of views in reference to the 
future of the Merchants’ Exchange. Few be- 
lieved that the Connecticut Mutual Life Insur- 
anee Co. would make an offer at anything like 
the present market value. The property 
could be bought for the face of the first mort- 
gage bonds, bat little confidence was ex- 


pressed in the willingness of the owners to 

part with it for any sum much below this. 
REPRESENTATIVES OF THE COMPANY 

had at various times stated that they believed 
that property in that locality was now at its 
lowest point, and was certain to improve. 
The lessors have a certuinty of receiving their 
present rental fora period of six years, and 
many of the officers were bitterly opposed to 
selling at a ngure based on the present valua- 
tion, which in their opinion was much lower 
than it would be at the expiration of the lease. 
Several of the directors of the insurance com- 
pany had stated that while if the property 
was their own they would be willing to dis- 

ose of it for a price considerabiy below the 
ace of the first mortgage bonds, in their 
position as trustees for others they 
were unwilling to recommend a 
sale by which much might be 
lost, and little would be gained. For these 
reasons it was not considered advisable to 
make an offer at any price that was much 
below the face of the bonds. The members 
of the Real Estate Committee arejuotiwilling|to 
give anything Ike the face of the bonds, 
in fact, scarcely any would recom- 
mend the purchase of the resent 
quarters for a greater sum than $600,000, whiie 
many believe that not more than $500,000 
should be offered. 

THE UNIVERSAL FEELING 

is that the negotiations now In progress will 
lead to nothing, as the difference between 
buyer and seller is too great. For this reason 
it was deemed best to retain the option now 
held on the Planters’ House property. There 
is no immediate probability that another 
proposition for the purchase will be 
submitted to the members of the 
Exchange, but the members of the 
committee deem it advisable to retain the 
Power to do 80. It is acknowledged by those 
who most strongly favored the purchase when 
the proposition was defeated thatthe induce- 
ments that could be offered now are much less 
than those which were offered when the vote 
wastaken. At that time the hotel was yield- 
ing a rental of $29,000, which now is cut off. 
Many despair of making any disposition of the 
reserve fund, it being considered impossible 
with the large membership to secure a three- 
fourths vote in favoro any preposition for 
the disposal of the reserve fund. 
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A LOST ART. 


Great Operators in Counterfeiting Dead, in 
Prison or Abroad. 


By Telegraph to the Poss-Disraron. 

NEW YORK, March 19.—‘*Counterfeiting,’’ 
said John Leich of the United States Secret 
Service last nigbt at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
**has almost become one of the lost arts. The 
great operators who gave the Government so 
much trouble years ago,’’ he continued. ‘‘are 
either dead, in prison or in foreign lands. I 
question if there has been any good work 


Gone here since 1884. What little is done 
comes from one of two classes; the first con- 
ists of shiftiess fellows in smalltowns who 
have learned to model and cast. These now 
and then will turn out a few coins, but they 
are too much afraid of the law to conduct this 
business on a large scale. The other and 
more dangerous class comes mostiy from 
among the Italian eriminals in ourgreat cities. 
They belong generally to either the Camorra 
or the Mafila, both criminal societies, the 
former coming from Naples and the latter 
from Palermo. Though these counterfeiters 
turn out large lots of the ‘queer’ thelr 
workmanship is s0 poor that it will 
motdeceive any one of intelligence. They 
confine their work to cheating their own 
countrymen and small shopkeepers. We have 
arrested and convicted more than fifty male- 
factors of this class and yet the supply is far 
from exhausted. It is very hard work running 
these criminals down, as they are banded 
together in oath bound organizations and dis- 
lay great shrewdness in concealing their il- 
egal work and movements as well as in con- 
encting perjured testimony for their trials. 
There bas been a good deal of talk of late 
of Mexicans, Germans and Canadians coining 
ones silver money and making the difference 
tween the legal tender value and the Troy 
value of the metal—that Is, about 20 per cent. 
So far as I know there is no truth at all in the 
rumor. It would require suen expensive ma- 
chinery that there would be no profit until at 
least $1,000,000 had been made and marketed. 
Such an amount of specie would attract atten- 
tion at onee, even in #0 great a financial con- 
ter as New York. Neitner here nor anywhere 
else has there been any special movement out 
of the ordinary run, and I don't believe that 
any important amount of counterfeiting can 
be done.’’

MALLORY, THE TRUNK THIEF, 


The Remarkable Recerd of the Son of a 


Millienaire.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., March 18.—A young man 
named Mallory, who was arrested here yes- 
terday for robbing trunks, has a remarkable 
record. Heisthe son of a millionaire coa) 
operator of Towanda, Pa. He is only 27 years 
of age and began a career of crime when 15 
years old by stealing money from his mother 
and with three companions, running away 


from home. His nextexploit was the steai- 
ing of a number ot car joads of brass cast- 
ings, which he hired several men to re- 
move from the ears standing on a 
sidetrack. These he sold for $1,500 and then 
fled to the West. In Cincinnati he appeard as 
a society swell, spending his money freely 
and on one occasion giving aswell dinner to 
which he invited anumberof his new made 
friends, at a cost of $800. When his money 
was gone he had little difficulty in securing 
loans from bis wealthy friends, after which 
he disappeared. 

He was about 20 years old when he was sent 
by his father to a cattle ranch in New Mexico, 
where he was employed as a clerk. He left 
there suddenly and raised $20,000 in Denver on 
forged checks, using his employer’s names 
He traveled from Denver to New Orieans. 
in a Puliman sleeper which he hired 
and there he boarded a steamer for 
Buenos Ayres, closely followed by detectives. 
At Buenos Ayres he posed as an English lord, 
engaged the most expensive suit of rooms in 
the city, bought the finest pair of horses 
and spent money. with a flourish. His 
apparent wealth gave him entree into the 
best society and before he left he was engaged 
to marry a beautiful and wealthy lady, 
but] learning that the detectives were oa 
his track he fied to Pero, where 
he was captured just as his funds were 
getting low and was brought back to this 
country. His father paid the amount of the 
forgeries, but young Mallory was sent to 
pees for three years. Since his discharge 
o has been in several scrapes, out has escaped 
punishment.

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THE ELEVENTH CENSUS. 


AN ARMY OF CANVASSERS TO BE TURNED 
LOOSE ON THE 2D DAY,OF JUNE, 


The Questions Which They Will Put to Ev- 
ery Citizen of the United States—How 
the Work Will Be Done and When It 
Will Be Ready for Congress—Prepara- 
tions in the St. Louis District. 


Gin St. Louls Supt’ Weigel bas’estab- 
lished his moe in a building across the 
street from the Custom House and the pre- 
liminaries for the taking of the census have 
already dez un. The preparations will all be 
made by June 2, after which date the work 
will be pushed forward as rapidly as possible. 
It is expected that after a short time the Su- 
perintendent’s office will be removed to the 
old Custom House building at Third and Vlive 


streets. 

Up to this time the work of preparation has 
—— confined chiefly to outlining aud plan- 
ning 

THE CANVASS, 

determining the extent and scope of the vari- 
ous inquiries, and arranging for a speedy and 
accurate summarizing of the more important 
results of the census investigations. From 
nov until next June the more immediate cen- 
ters Of activity will be the district headquar- 
ters, at cach of which the many details of the 
exhaustive and complicated canvass contem 
plated by the superintendent will have to be 
carefully aud patiently looked after. There 
are 175 supervisors’ districts; in each one of 
them two hundred or more enumerators will 
have to be chosen, and the exact limits of 
each agent’s work will have to be fixed. 
Nearly ulltne supervisors and probably half 
the enumerators have been selected by this 
time. But in all the districts, whether already 
organized or still unorganized, a vast amount 
of labor and energy will have to be expended 
to get the big census machine in opera- 
tion promptly on June 2. The field work will 
last a month, and from July1 on the Bureau 
here will be overwhelmed with a mass of re- 
turns from every part of the Union, out of 
which, if things go well, it may be able to 
make a rough guess in a month or two, at the 
population of the conntry. 


THE WORK 

on the present census dates from the appoint- 
ment of the Superintendent, Mr. Porter, in 
April, 1889. The law autboriging the taking of 
the enumeration had been signed by President 
Cleveland and only three days before he went 
Out ot office, March 1, 1889. Mr. Porter’s first 
step was to build up a bureau in Washington, 
selecting as heads for the various divisions of 
census work experts in the management of 
the sorts of statistics to be gathered by the 
enumerators throughout the country. A force 
of to 600 employes was gathered together 
todo the work of arranging and tabulating the 
Gata from the feld under tue diréc- 
tion of the heads of the divisions and 
finally special agents were chosen and as- 
Signed to districts for the collection of more 
dificult and technical facts relating to manu- 
factures and kindred subjects. The country 
was divided up into 175 districts for the gen- 
eral purposes of the census, and the President 
has since the opening of the present session of 
Congress appointed supervisors in nearly all 
of them. Meanwhile the machinery 
of the bureau here has been gradu- 
ally improved, and Mr. Porter bopes, as soon 
as the enumeration is over, to show, through 
some new method he has adopted, especially 
in the use of an improved counting machine, 
a number of 8 and even sensational 
results. In the way of rapid reduction of the 
chaotic data turned in upon the office to a 
tabulated and intelligible form he expects, at 
least, to outdo the best work ever known be- 
fore during previqus censuses. 

The manner of getting atthe number of in- 
havitants iu each tate or Territory is simple 
and effective. The supervisor's district is the 
unitofthe system. The supervisor appoints 
the enumerators, among whom the work in 
the district is to be subdivided, and is respon- 
sible for their zeal and accuracy. By a pro- 
vision of the law no enumerator is to be re- 
quired to look after a subdivision of more 
than 4,000 people, and he is also expected to 
be a resident of the subdivision and person 
ally familiar with a great number ot the iam- 
lies which he is to visit. The average size 
of a supervisor's district may be guessed from 
the fact that New York and Pennsylvania 
have each eleven, Ohio and Illinois eighty- 
one, New Jersey and Connecticut, two. Many 
inequalities occur, however, in the division 
according to population. New York City, 
Kings, Queens, Richmond and Suffolk Coun- 
ties making up together only two of ali the 
eleven in New York State. Massachusetts, 
similarly, forms but a single district, while 
Maryland has three districts. 


THE ENUMERATOR 
is to start out on his inquiry on June 2. If he 
is to work in a city of more then 10,000 inhab- 
itants, he must finish his canvass in two 
weeks. If he has a country sub-division, he 
will not called upon forareturn until the 
end of thé month. The list of questions drawn 
up for him ia given below. With this he must 
go to each family, and, if possible, get 
answers from each member of it to 
all the questions which fit the case. 
The first list sent out for the use of the enu- 
merators contemplated the securing of in- 
formation on these general points: Name, 
age, sex, race, place of birth and residence, 
citizenship, occupation, education, heaith 
and family ties. These are all questions more 
or leas of social statistics, such as have been 
asked in almost every census, and answers to 
them ought to be easily obtainable. Less suc- 
cess may be expected with the last few ques- 
tions, which are politico-economical 
in character. They try to draw out 
some information on a subject beset with 
difficulties—the relative proportion of owners 
and lessees of houses and tarms, and the 
amount of incumbranoces on farms and homes 
occupied by their owners. There seemed to 
be a widespread demand, however, for such 
information on these questions as could be 
gotthrough the census-taker, and Congress 
at this session amended the census law 80 as 
to require the collection of statistics about 
homes and farms. Most of the prospective 
victimes of the inquisitive gatherer of facts who 
willbe let loose on June 2 will doubtless be 
interested to know just what an ordeal they 
will have to gothrough. Here is

The work of the special agents who collect 
statistics of manufactures is not to be limited 
to the month of June, and the facts they 

er will not be put into shape until after 
he tables of population are completed. It 
may be added that Mr. Porter hopes to have 
a rough estimate of the population of the va- 
rious States and Territories ready early in 
August. He will complete the tables needed 
for the reapportionment of Representatives 
in Congress in time for use at the short ges- 
sion. 
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THRONGED WITH SHOPPERS. 


A Scene of Beauty aud Business at a Popu- 
° ; . lar Store. 


The past few days have been gala days at 
Franks’ and thelr large establishment on 
Broadway has been thronged from morning 
till night with shoppers, all ot them intent 
upon onething, the selection of an Easter. 
bonnet, certainly no difficult task where there 
are so many beautiful things to choose from. 
The millinery parlors here look Iiike 


a great flower garden, with its 
roups of palms and  ~sweet-scented 
owers, which are almost put to shame by 

their artificial sisters which fill the cases, and 
are grouped in artiatic style upon stands and 
in rustic vases onevery side; great beds of 
chrysanthemums, and pansies, and violets, 
and carnations, and poppies, and roses, and 
orchids and tulips, rivaling nature in their 
brilllanecy or delicacy of coloring and grace- 
fulness of form. 

For om spring there are straws of plain or 
fancy braids, made up into small bonnets or 
large hats, which are trimmed with pompons 
of ribbon or garlands of early spring flowers, 
these for ordinary spring wear, but for recep- 
tions or carriage dress, there are displayed 
here an endless variety of little toques, scarcely 
more than a wreath of flowers tied together 
with bows and flots of narrow velvet ribbons. 
Many of these dainty chapeaux are destitute 
of any crowns at all, others have little gold 
or jet, or embroidered lace crowns, or a iat- 
tice work of velvet ribbon or the thinest illu- 
sion, about which is tied a wreath of flowers. 

Bonnets have grown smaller and smaller, 
until there is very little left of them, and that 
very little is daintv, indeed, and hats have 
crown larger and larger, until there is 
abundant surface now to display a veritable 
flower garden. Gilt braids and laces and cords 
and pins and buckles are as popular as ever and 
jet still holds it own. Crepe lisse, daintily eth- 
broidered in pale and Persian tints are per- 
haps the newest fabrics and all these things 
are shown in endless variety. 

Among the many beautiful little flower 
toques which are a speelaity at Franks may 
be seen a lovely little affair of white lilacs, 
with a bandeau of brown velvet about the 
brim, and ties of narrow brown velvet ribbon 
to be brought underthechin. Hovering over 
the flowers which are massed In front are two 
brown butterflies, sure enough butterflies, 
giving a very light and airy effect. Another 
is of pink roses resting on a brim of shirred 
lace, the crown formed entirely of the 
thorny stems. Still another has the 
brim of folds of moss green velvet, then 
folds of yellow crepe. About a crown of crepe 
lisse embroidered in gold and old pink and 
blue, the folds of velvet brought up from the 
back and confined bya gold buckle. Black 
and gold isa favorite combination this sea- 
son, and one pretty little togue has the brim 
of biack lace and gold open work, with 
psyche wings of lace over the front and loops 
of yellow ribbon at the back, confined by gold 
pins. Another has a jet crown with a bandeau

ribbon atthe back. Another charming little 
toque bas tue brim of shirred net, with ban- 
deuau of cut jet, and no crown at all, wreath of 
biue forget-me-nots ana green foliage 
fastened at the back dy a blue velvet; nar- 
cissus and buds serving instead. The ties are 
of narrow black velvet ribbon. 

A very, very smali bonnetis of pale pink 
crepe, shirred, with a beading of jet between, 
and a cluster of pink crush roses, nestling in 
bows of fine black lace, with black lace barbs 
for ties. 

A dainty little flower bonnet is formed en- 
tirely of very dark heliotropes, with a pretty 
finish of moss green velvet, forming loops 
and ties, with gold pins. This dark shade of 
hellotrope is one of the new colors, known as 
Obershien. A pretty little bonnet is of gold 
open work, the crown shaped like a coronet, 
with Dandeaus of black lace around the brim 
andabunch of maiden hair ferns in front, 
over which hover two large black 
and gold butterflies, An exquisite 
little Marie Stuart is of tan crepe 
shirred, with edge of gold openwork, com- 
bined with folds of green velvet. Another is 
of black lace and gold with Psyche wings and 
velvet ties. Of the lovely hats displayed bere 
there is atypical black lace hat with shirred 
brim and bandeau of cut jet, a large butterfly 
bow of pale blue at the back and a spray of 
American Beauties laid carelessly over the 
front. Another large hat is of openwork 
braid with no crown, a network of tuile 
and red ribbon bows serving instead; 
a wreath ofsilk poppies on the brim. An- 
otber artistic bat ie of black lace shirred with 
a butterfly bow of black velvet confining a 
wreath of passion flowers about the brim. 

In baby bats there are a number of lovely 
things. One, a large Leghorn with a crown of 
white Neopolitan open work encircled by a 
wreath of daisies.

MRS DILLINGHAM NOT DONE, 


She Has Something Mere to Say Concerning 
the Treuble in Alpha Lodge.

You see 
in this 2 card written by Mr. Wolff and 
dated December 9 he says: ‘It requires 
twenty-five members to institute.’ are is 
the constitution stating thatonly fifteen mem- 
bers are required. Here is the report of the 
Auditing Committee, G. H, Campbell, M, 
Nash and Casper Herbert, in which they state 
in writing over thelr own signatures that they 
audited my books and those of the Treasurer 
and found them correct in every respect. 

Mrs. Dillingham produced the documents in 
support of What she was claiming, and also 
showed a letter signed by George H. Camp- 
bellg the ex-President of the lodge, in 
which he denies the alicgations made + Mr. 
Wolff that he (Campbell) had been coerced by 
Mre. Dillingham into signing warrants for as- 
sessment money to be returned by members 
of the lodge. e acted of his own free will, 
he writes, and says that Mrs. Dillipaham 
never terror!zed the lodge and that he had no 
fears of losing bis ition, Furthermore, 
Campbell writes that Mrs. Dillingbam received 
no money but ber salary, aud that she was 
entitled to, he states, by reason of her services 
as Secretaly.

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INTERCOLLEGIATE ATHLETICS. 


Who the Winner of the Great Cup Was—The 
Contests. 


From the New York Times. 

At present all of the leading colleges are 
making active preparations for the develop- 
mentofnew men and the training of those 
whose abilities in various forms of competi- 
tion have already been shown. In training 
for aspecialty which is included in the list of 
events contested atthe association’s annual 
cham plonship games, athletes are not, except 
in training for tug-of-war, required to go 
through the laborious work demanded of the 


men who train for a college crew or foot-ball 
eleven, for the strain on the whole 
body is not as great and is only tem- 
porary. In tug-of-war, however, the system 
of training has to be more strict and severe, 
forthe muscles of the legs, arms and shoul- 
ders have to be prepared to 

a hard, steady strain for five 

utes at each pull. In preparing 
other field and track events the athletes give 
especial atention to the sets of muscles which 
are called upon to perform the work of their 
several specialties, and are rarely restricted 
in their diet until just before the champion- 
ships take place, when they are more care- 
ful in what they eat and the amount of liquid 
2 drink. 

The desire of each college is to win as many 
events as possible, for the number of ‘‘firsts’’ 
secured is what determines the champlonshi 
of the colleges unless there is a tie, in whic 
case the ‘‘seconds’’ in the various events are 
considered, The greatest number of firsts de 
termines the champion college, a tie on firsts 
gives the championship to the college tied 
that has won the most seconds, and in case of 
a tie on both firsts and seconds the champion- 
ship goes to the college that had won the 
championship the previous year, if that 
college is in tne tie.

HOW THE STOVEPIPE is MADE, 


Natural History of the High Silk Hat—lis 
Many Strange Transformations. 


From the New York Press, 

The high silk hat—the plug, the stovepipe, 
call it what you will—is a comparatively 
modern institution. About sixty years ago 
the silk tile was introduced into England from 
Florence. Since then the stovepipe has ua- 
dergone many strange transformations 

The early silk hat was a rough affair, It was 
so heavy that the English dudes of that time 
complained that ‘‘it was like carrying a bushel 
basket. Besides it was ciumsy and hard to 


handle. It did not have the fine tapering 
crown which adds to ite 

did it have the ott, 
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dipped into hot water and then stretched on a 
block. After drying the body Is stiffened wit

What kind of plush do you use?“ 

The best silk plush is imported from 
France. It usually comes in three pleces—for 
the tip, crown and brim. Theskill consists in 
knowing how to put theeilk plush on so that 
the seams will de invisible tothe eye. Down 
along the sides of the crown the edges of the 
silk covering are allowed to lap over. 
are then pressed together by a hot fron an 
finished perfectiy smooth by means of ro- 
voiving brushes.’’

Woll, my advice is, always to get a first- 
class silk hat. A good silk hat cannot Be — 
for less than $5. It is only short-siguted econ- 
omy to buy for $3 asilk hat that looks as well 
as an 88 hat. Thecheap stovepipe may wear 
allright fora month or two, but after that 
time look out for it. I think the time is com- 
ing when a silk bat will be the only ‘proper 
thing, you know,’ for everyday wear, except, 
perhaps, in summer. At any rate I sold more 
silk tiles this spring than any season since I 
have been in business.

BISMARCK, N. D., March 19.—The Legisla- 
ture adjourned last night. The Senate yes- 
terday considered in open session the appoint- 
ments sentin by Gov. Miller, Monday. There 
was no secrecy and, after an oratorical bom- 
bardment of the Governer’s position, and a 
scathing denunciation for his failure to con- 
sultthe Senate on appointments, the entire 
list of appointments was rejected.

Werst said the Governor had taken 119 days to 
decide upon the men to hold the positions of 
trust throughout the Steteand now expected 
the Senate to do the same work in a day.

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INDIGNANT EXPORTERS. 


DRESSED MEAT MEN TO PROTEST AGAINST 
THE EDMUNDS BILL 


A Measure Which Will Unduly Favor New 
York—Western Packers on Their Way to 
Washington to Oppose Its Passage—A 
Clause That Wil’ Hamper the Entire 
Industry. 


HIS morning a dele- 
gation of provision 
dealers from Kansas 
City passed through 
the city en route to 
Washington. The 
deputation did not 
stop in the city, bu, 
continued on its 
expecting to 
* arrive in Washing- 
. ton to-morrow. The 
object of the trip is 
Sto protest against 
the passage of the 
Edmunds Dill in 
reference to dressed 
meat shipped to foreign countries. The pro- 
visions of the bill are believed inthe first 
place to have a tendency to largely decrease 
the trade now existing, and in the second 
place to unfairly and unreasenabiy favor 
New York at the expense of the interior ship- 
ping points. 
THE PACKERS AND PROVISION MEN 
of St. Louls, Kansas City, Chicago, Indian- 
apolisand Cincinnati! are all interested and a 
delegation from each city will be present in 
Wasbington to work against the Edmunds 
bill. The proposed legislation is ostensibly 
forthe purpose of removing the objections 
raised by foreign governments, notably those 
of Germany and France, to the admission of 
American dead meat. The opposition is nomi- 
nally based upon the alleged unhealthy cond!- 
tion of a considerable percentage of the meat 
sentfrom this country. but the general opinion 
of American shippers is thatthe laws adopted 
and proposed are not inspired by any 
desire on the part of the Governments 
in question to protect the health of the citi- 
zens, but are intended as a disguised measure 
of protection for the home meat growers. The 
Edmunds bill provides that ali meat intended 
for export shall be inspected at New York be- 
foreshipment. With this provision the New 
York shippers are well satisfied, as its passage 
would throw a great amount of trade into 
their hands which would naturally go to the 
interior cities. The latter, as a matter of 
course, are bitterly opposed to any such legis- 
lation. 
THERE IS NO HOSTILITY 
to inspection among any of the packers, 
in fact it is believed thata large majority of 
those engaged in this business favor inspec- 
tion, not because they consider it necessary 
under present conditions, as the percentage 
of diseased animais thatnow find their way 
to market is asserted to be 80 small as to be 
inconsiderabie, but for the reason that a rigid 
inspection would tend to deprive their foreign 
competitors of the most formidable weapon 
that they have used In the European markets 
against American meat products. But the 
project of having all the inspection done 
at New York has aroused great hostility 
among Western shippers, who declare that 
thore is no reason for any such discrimination 
against them, and that no good oan be accom- 
plished by it. Whatthe Western delegation 
willinsist upon isasystem of inspection at 
all large shipping points and the abrogation 
ofthe clause requiring all inspection to be 
done at New York. The argument that the 
latter course would diminish thegxpense of 
inspection is considered trivial, the cost, 
compared with the magnitude of the interests 
at stake, will, in any event, be inconsiderabie 
and both the seller and exporter would be 
greatly benefited by having inspections made 
somewhere near thé producing points. 
THE OTHER SECTION 
of the bill which is regarded as peculiarly ob- 
jectionable, and which is as bitterly opposed 
by the New Yorkers as the Westerners, is that 
which prohibits any meat from being exported 
until sixty days after it bas been butchered. 
The reason advanced in support of this pro- 
vision ofthe bill is that in many cases dis- 
eased meat if inspected immediately after 
killing would defy detection, and only de- 
velop its unhealthy qualities on ar- 
riving at the foreign market. A 
few instances of this kind, it 
is argued, would have a tendency to discredit 
American inspection, and lead to the enact- 
ment of laws hostile to ite admission to for- 
eligh markets. The exporters declare that 
there is nothing whatever in this, and that to 
require all meat to be kept in this country for 
sixty days before shipment would be fatal to 
a great proportion of the trade, as the 
meat would not be ln a condition acceptable 
to foreign consumers. A conference of the 
parties in interest will be held in Washington 
on Thursday next.

A “CRUSADER”? UNDER A CLOUD. 


Rev. J. T. Carmichael Makes Serious 
Charges Against His Wife ut Lathrop. 


Kansas Crrr, Mo., March 19.—Rev. J. T. 
Carmichael, pastor of the Baptist Church at 
Lathrop, bas created a decided sensation by 
instructing Attorney Frank B. Ellis to begin 
suit for divorce from his wife, Anna Car- 
michael, on the ground of infidelity. A Mrs. 
Will Reed, the wife of a dairyman, found in 
her husband’s pocket a letter from Mrs. Car-

michael expregsing her affection for him. Mrs. 
Reed went to Mr. Carmichael and showed him 
the letter. Mr. Carmichael spoke to his wife 
about it and she — ears having written it, 
but denied any wrong doing. But Mr. Car- 
michael left herand consulted his Masonic 
brethren and deacons and they advised him 
to sue fora divorce. Mrs. Carmichael is the 
daughter of Hon. J. H. Simms of Clay County, 
and she was President of the W. C. I. U. and 
leader of the crusade against liquor in La- 
throp afew weeks ago. 

Readers of the Post-DISPATOH who saw the 
detailed account o1 the Lathrop crusade, pub- 
lished on Sunday, February 16, will remember 
what a leading part Mrs. Carmichael took in 
that matter. It willbe remembered that the 
movement against the saloons originally 
grew out of the serious stabbing of a man 
named Brooks in one of the Lathrop drinking 
places. Brooks was incapacitated for work 
for some time, and at a discussion in his lodge 
as to whether he was entitled to sick benefits 
on account of the way in which he received 
his injuries, it was stated that his wife had de- 
clared that she would endeavor to close the 
saloon if she had twenty-five women to help 
her. A marble cutter named Maret, who was 
present, repeated this to his wife. Sue im- 
mediately set about organizing a women’s 
crusade, and she states that the first person 
she went to see was Mrs. Carmichael, because, 
as she explained, she wanted to get the min- 
ister’s wives interested in the proposed raid. 
Mrs. Carmichael and Mrs. Maret 
arranged to call for the first 
meeting, and together they canvassed 
Lathrop, getting the signatures of the 
women and arranging for the meeting at Mrs. 
Maret’s house, from which meeting the 
women marched out, raided the saloons, de- 
stroyed all the liquor and forced the proprie- 
tors to close. At this meeting Mrs. Carmi- 
chael was the presiding officer, and she 
marched in the front ranks of the attacking 
army. The result of the work is now well 
known, because it has been published all over 
the country. The anti-temperance people at 
Lathrop are inclined to make capital 
out of the scandal and to use “it 
against the crusaders. This, however, is not 
the feeling of citizens generally. The cru- 
sadersare among themost respectable and 
respected women of throp. Mrs. Carm!i- 
chael stood high in the community. The 
crusaders regretthe scandal, but claim that 
it should in nof{way be used to their detriment, 
or that it should cast any cloud on the work 
they did.

A Batch of Switch Bills Receive Attention 
in Both Branches—Gas Redaction Bill. 


All the members were present at the Counc!)

The bill autborizjing the Merchants’ Bridge 
& Terminal Co. to construct a switch 
from the track yard in Hall street 
to the Union Stock Yards was reported 
favorably by the Railroad Committee. A 
bill granting precisely the same privilege to 
the St. Louis Transfer Co. was reported with 
the recommendation that it be filed. This 
was inthe nature of a compromise, as both 
com panies have agreed to use the same tracks 
to the stock yards.

The Rough Treatment He Recelved in 
Nicaragua Recently, 


SAN Francisco, Cal., March 19:—Moritz 
Stern of New York, who arrived here on the 
steamer San Blas from Nicaragua, leaves for 
Washington to complain to the Government 
about the treatment he received in Nicaragua. 
He says he exchanged watches for a few days 


with one Charles Swelz at Grenada, Nicaragua, 


to regulate Swelz“ watch as he understood 


such work. Swelz broke the crystal in his 
(Stern’s) watch and he asked him to have it 
repaired before exchanging back. Swelz then 
had him arrested for stealing his watch. Stern 
was twice thrown into prison. His protest 
was unheeded, the papers of American citi- 
zenship stolen from his trunk and he forced 
to appeal to the German Consul, being Ger- 
man by birth.
